In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  Militia  Offi- 
cers to  comply  innnodiately  with  this  oi'der,  Provost 
Marshals  of  l*{irishes  will  superintend  and  report 
its  execution. 

All  Conscripts  will  he  excluded  from  this  or- 
ganization, and  be  recpiiicd  to  obey  the  orders  al- 
ready issued  on  that  subject.  The  Commanders  of 
Militia  in  the  respective  Parishes  will  require  that 
their  men  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  take  the 
iield  in  twenty-four  hours  notice,  by  concentrating^ 
at  such  station  within  the  respective  Parishes  aa 
may  be  indicated. 

In  cases  of  alarm  in  the  absence  of  instruction 
they  will  concentrate  at  the  county  seats  of  the  re- 
spective Parishes,  whenever  it  is  practicable.  Com- 
manders will  make  requisitions  to  complete  the  arm- 
ing of  their  respective  commands,  and  also  for  am- 
munition sufficient  to  supply  fifty  rounds  per  man.
